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Liberalization of Painting Policies 
For GHI Homes Voted by Board

A new exterior painting policy to go into effect immed¬ 
iately as an interm measure was adopted by a nearly-unani- 
mous board of directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., at its Oc¬ 
tober 10 meeting, but only after a series of key votes which 
divided the board. While the board was not specific, its action 
apparently could be reversed or revised after the mem¬ 
bership expresses its views at an open meeting scheduled in 
the future to consider all changes in regulations. 


The new regulations, among 
other things, will permit members 
of brick or masonry homes to paint 
individual colors (frame home 
members would have to agree on 
colors in groups of twos or threes). 
No longer will it be necessary to 
get an entire court to agree to a 
painting pattern. A majority of 
a court will now suffice. Manage¬ 
ment will attempt to arbitrate ca¬ 
ses where members don’t agree on 
color patterns. The number of 
choices of color will also be increa¬ 
sed, but the colors chosen mT?st 
be compatiole with the allowable 
trim colors. 

One key vote concerned the op¬ 
tion given brick home members to 
paint different colors. Director 
John O’Reilly felt that the propo¬ 
sal was too liberal and director 
Norman Weyel said it created too 
much of a *'hodge-podge.” The 
board had also received petitions 
opposing the individual painting. 
Director Katherine Keene disa¬ 
greed, arguing that the homes 
would be more attractive under a 
liberal painting policy. 

Tile vote was 5-3 with Keene, 
Nat Shinderman, Douglas Hawes, 
Jim Smith, and Steve Polaschik in 
favor of individual colors and O’¬ 
Reilly, Weyel, and Josephine Seay 
opposed. 

Another key vote concerned the 
proposal to put the regulations into 
effect immediately. Shinderman, 
the sponsor of the motion, argued 
that many members have been 
held up long enough in their paint¬ 
ing plans by the delay of the board 
to act. The new regulations had 
been in the works for two years. 

Shinderman’s motion was passed, 
also by a 5-3 vote, with the mi- 
noritj’' this time consisting of 
O’Reilly, Seay, and Smith. O’Reilly 
asked for a mail referendum but 
received no support from the 
board. O’Reilly was also in the 
minority on the final 7-1 vote, ad¬ 
opting the new painting regula¬ 
tions. 

Hike in Pay Scales 

A dramatic break-through on the 
maintenance problem was urged 
by the Personnel Committee 
through adoption of a 20 percent 
increase in hourly wage rates. At 
present, out of an authorized main¬ 
tenance staff of 40, GHI has 18 
vacancies. To fill these vacancies. 
Personnel Committee Chairman 
Nat Shinderman said that GHI has 
to compete not only with Federal 
Government scales but also those 
pre’V’ailing in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty for like jobs, Tlie present GHI 
scale is comparable to that of 
the Federal Government but is 
much lower than that of private 
industry in the count.y. The cost 
of this increase would be $50,000 
annually. 

The Personnel Committee also 
recommended a 4 to 6 percent 
increase in administrative and 
clerical salaries to corresjyond 
with Federal Government scales. 
This increase would cost $5,500 
annually. A vote on these pro¬ 
posals was held over until the next 
meeting to give the board more 
opportunity to study them. The 
board did take action to increase 
the hourly seale 10 percent for 
part-time sales personnel. 

Other Matters 

The board learned that the plans 
for the 25 larger town houses are 
now being reviewed by the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 


Planning Clommission, which has 
the item scheduled for an Oct. 23 
meeting. The builder, J. R. Law¬ 
rence, is ready to go as soon as 
plans are approved and contracts 
and loan papers are signed. Work 
will proceed through the winter. 
Two GHI employees, Raymond 
Bladen and Ernest DeGagne, were 
given meritorious awards. Mrs. 
Joan Freeman will also be given 
a letter of commendation for her 
performance as secretary to the 
GHI manager.

GHI Members Get Run-down 
On Costs of Improvements

TKe Greenbelt Homes, Inc., board of directors unveiled 
a capit^al improvements and major maintenance plan at afi 
informal membership meeting on Wednesday, October 9. The 
presentation by several board members included a broad 
survey of the entire problem of the aging homes. 


Charles Schwan, GHI President, 
introduced the subject by making 
three points: (1) the homes are 25 
and 30 years old and naturally 
there has been some wear beyond 
what would be repaired by routine 
maintenance; (2) GHI has had 
great difficulty |n hiring and keep¬ 
ing maintenance personnel and this 
has hurt the routine maintenance 
programs; and (3) while monthly 
charges have included amounts for 
reserves, they have never been in¬ 
tended to be high enough to ac¬ 
cumulate reserves which were suf¬ 
ficient for fun replacement or res¬ 
toration of the homes. He also no¬ 
ted that the Board had already 
started some major programs: 
renovation of the steam boilers, 


City Notes 

Because grading for the tennis 
courts was not completed until 
Saturday, October 12, paving for 
the court — a three-stage process 
— had to be postponed until this 
week. In addition, the gravel and 
cinders which were laid down as 
base needed further time to dry 
out after the heavy rain of the 
preceding weekend. Three separ¬ 
ate days will be needed for the 
paving process, since each of the 
three coats will require about a 
day to dry before the next coat is 
applied. Following the paving, the 
Public Works crew will paint lines 
to mark off the courts and will er¬ 
ect fencing around the whole area. 

* * ^ 

Hans Jorgensen, director of the 
parks crew, has ordered about 700 
trees to be planted over the winter. 
These include flowering crabap- 
ples, crepe myrtles, and willow 
oaks. Some of the trees will be 
purchased by Boxwood citizens for 
planting in their area; others will 
be bought by Springhill Lake. (The 
city plants trees free adjacent to 
the curbing of streets.) In addi¬ 
tion, the city plans to landscape 
Edmonston Rd, along the Beltway 
with more plantings of trees. 

The Parks crew kept busy this 
week with routine maintenance 
around the lake. They also ap¬ 
plied a weed killer over the sur¬ 
face of the tennis courts and re¬ 
moved trees at the lakeshore in 
connection with operation of the 
drag line in the bay area.

Number of Muld-Bedroom 
Apartments Restricted 

A new ordinance, restricting the 
number of multi-bedroom units 
than can be built in new apartment 
complexes in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, has been enacted by the coun¬ 
ty commissioners. It will apply 
to zoning classifications R-30, R- 
18, RH, and R-10. 

The ordinance, intended to a- 
void increasing the density of 
heavily populated neighborhoods, 
specifies that no more than 40 per¬ 
cent of the apartments in a com¬ 
plex can have two bedrooms, and 
no more than 10 percent can have 
three or more bedrooms. If the 
complex has no three-bedroom un¬ 
its, the percentage of two-bedroom 
units can be raised to 50. All o- 
ther units must have no more 
than one bedroom. 

The commissioners allowed for 
''•specia! exceptions” for contrac¬ 
tors wanting to build luxury a- 
partmcuit buildings with many 
bedrooms, however. Contractors 
vdshing to build units with more 
bedrooms than allowed by the or¬ 
dinance can petition the commis¬ 
sion for permission. 

The nerw ruling also changed the 
percentage of *"gxeen area” lawns 
and recreation area, from 55 per- 
c?ent to 60 percent of the net lot 
area of the complex. 


replacement of hot water and heat 
return lines, and replacement crfT 
the flat roofs. 

Director Jim Smith described 
the work which needs to be doar 
and the associated costs. For the 
brick homes, annual costs of up¬ 
wards to $100,000 per year were pro¬ 
jected, including $63,500 for re- 
roofing program, $15,000 for case¬ 
ment windows, and $15,000 ftm 
gutters and sidewalks. For the 
frame homes, capital improvement 
costs of about $180,000 per year 
were projected, the major itenn» 
being renovated steam boilers and 
water lines ($60,000), porches and 
roofs ($45,000), exterior doon 
($22,500), trash closet doors 
($10,000), windows and silli 
($20,000), and gutters and side¬ 
walks ($24,500). 

Director Norman Weyel sum¬ 
marized other expected increases 
in GHI expenses so the members 
could have a better idea of what 
their total monthly charges will be 
next year. He noted that GHI must 
increase the salaries of the rnaij^- 
tenance department in order lo 
hire men to fill its vacancies. He 
stated that 17 of the 40 jobs in the 
department are vacant! An es¬ 
timated $50,000 is needed to pay fbs 
the salary increases for all 40 jobs: 
The cost per member will be about 
three dollars per month. 

Also, additional personnel will bfc 
needed to supervise companies 
which would be hired to perform 
most of the capital improvement 
work. It was pointed out that 
while contract work is initialljf 
more expensive than doing the 
work with regular personnel, the 
work is completed sooner which a- 
voids increasing labor and mater^ 
ial costs. The annual increase 
was estimated at 5%. 

The city has already increased 
the trash collection charges 50c a 
month per unit. GHI is current¬ 
ly absorbing this cost and it wifi 
have to be passed on to the mem¬ 
bers next year. Another anticipa¬ 
ted item is a result of the county 
property reassessment and an ex¬ 
pected tax rate increase. 

Financing 

GHI 'Treasurer John O’Reillj 
spoke of the current reserve pic¬ 
ture and alternative methods of 
financing the capital improvement 
program. He mentioned severe 
ones such as jumping the monthly 
charges about 15 dollars per un¬ 
it or refinancing the mortgage and 
a more feasible one of obtaining 
the money through an unsecured 
bank loan. 

In closing, Charles Schwan sta¬ 
ted several reasons why it is de¬ 
sirable to proceed with the pro¬ 
gram at this time. He observed 
that everything wears out, though 
this fact is disguised by inflation. 
The homes still have many years 
of useful life if they are properly 
maintained. He supported a policy 
of acquisition of those units need¬ 
ing replacement and a program of 
building to meet the needs of the 
families whose homes had been 
acquired. Mr. Schwan noted that 
GHTs mortgage and each mem¬ 
ber’s contract requires that the 
homes be kept in a state of good 
repair. Also, there are many mem¬ 
bers who will not be able to af¬ 
ford any new units due to small or 
fixed incomes. 

Discussion 

The active discussion after the 
presentation made up for the rela¬ 
tively small number of membew 
attending. Several questions promp¬ 
ted the following responses: the 
maintenance charges for the frami 
and brick units are budgeted sep¬ 
arately; the board of director!: 
cannot increase monthly charges- 
more than 10% without approval 
of the members; GHI cannot ac¬ 
quire or replace a unit unless thr 
owner himself decides to sell it, 
and the mortgage cannot be rt^ 
financed until 1977 without tb# 
permission of each member. 
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Inconsistent Taxation 

Tn tlip Editor; 

According to the report in “News 
Review” on City Councirs October 
t, meeting, two separate provisions 
dealing with parkland improve¬ 
ments were approved, each with an 
entirely different method of taxa¬ 
tion. 

The Center Mall (part of the 
Kunicipal Park system) improve¬ 
ment authorization provides for 
"Special Benefit Taxation” to the 
commercial and professional build- 
tugs adjacent to the Center Mall, 
while the “Capital Improvement 
B»ond Issue” authorization pro¬ 
vides for “general taxation” of all 
the property within the corporate 
limits of Greenbelt, including the 
property around the Center Mall. 
The bond issue not only provides 
for funds to acquire and develop 
additional parkland, but even to 
construct a recreation facility in 
the Springhill Lake Community 
Center ( privately owned proper¬ 
ty). 

Oty Council should be aware 
that the Center Mall is not a 
commercial center but a communi¬ 
ty center, dedicated to the City 
by the Federal Government for 
parfffaiid and municipal purposes 
and. as such, it becomes the re¬ 
sponsibility of the City to maintain 
and improve that area from gener¬ 
al taxation. 
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A few years ago, in a case be¬ 
fore the County Liquor Board, the 
City of Greenbelt took the position 
against an applicant for a liquor 
license that the Center Mali area 
was all part of the Greenbelt Com¬ 
munity Center parkland. The 
Court sustained the refusal to 
grant the liquor license basing its 
decision for denial on the plea of 
the City that the Mall area was 
indeed parkland as part of the 
whole Community Center. Now, 
for the present City Council to 
take this opposite view by such 
inconsistent methods of taxation, 
will not only furnish the commer¬ 
cial and professional property 
owners with reasons for resisting 
efforts to enforce such “Special 
Benefit Taxation” but will also 
jeopardize the sale of the proposed 
new bond issue.

City Manager Explains 
Bond Issue Proposal 


(This is the first of a series of weekly articles 
to discuss the various aspects of the Cit 5 ^s 
$950,000 bond issue proposal to provide funds 
for capital improvements. Specific questions 
which you have will be answered if submit¬ 
ted to the City Manager's Office.) 

$950,000 is a lot of money. With it the 
City can undertake a number of major capital 
projects—not all it would like, perhaps, but 
enough to keep the Council, advisory boards, 
administrative personnel and City departments 
very busy for the next several years develop¬ 
ing plans, preparing contracts, and undertak¬ 
ing the work of construction as well as nego¬ 
tiating the major purchases authorized. When 
fmished the City will not necessarily be in 
perfect condition, it may not have every fa¬ 
cility it needs to serve its ultimate population 
of 40,000 or more, but it will be substantially 
closer to these goals than it is now. 

But $950,000 is a lot of money for you as 
taxpayers to spend even though, when distri¬ 
buted among all taxpayers, the individual 
share is rather small. Careful consideration 
on your part is warranted, therefore, to deter¬ 
mine if the proposal should receive your ap¬ 
proval. It is the purjKwse of this article and 
those which will appear in future issues of 
the New’S Review^ to provide you with full in¬ 
formation concerning the proposal so that you 
can make a sound judgment. 

Registratioii for Referendum 

Your decision is important. On November 
26 a referendum will be held on the question 
of approving the bond issue. Only a majority 
of the registered electors voting on this ques¬ 
tion can authorize the bonds. If you are regis¬ 
tered with the City Clerk you will be eligible 
to vote at the referendum. If you are not 


registered you can do so by visiting the City 
Clerk’s office at the Municipal Building be¬ 
tween the hours of 8:30 A.M. and 4:00 P.M. 
weekdays before October 28, 1968. A special 
registration at the Municipal Building will be 
held on Saturday, October 19, 1968, from 9:00 
A.M. to 4:00 P.M. If you are not certain whe¬ 
ther or not you are registered you can find 
out by calling the City Office (Phone: 474- 
8000).
